the national tragedy 
-will result in 


cither the downfall of the government 
or a victory for autocracy. 
It has 


reached almost the proportions of a 
civil war and it is hardly proper to 
call the movement a mere industrial 
strike. 
The 
financial ruin of the 


country seems imminent. 
Many sol- 


diers are arrested while addressing 
the people in the streets and urging 
them to join the rebels. The prices 
of supplies arc rising rapidly, all try- 
ing to secure a great amount of prov- 
ender to fortify against a long- siege. 
The revolutionists wrecked a train 
near Riga, killing five soldiers 
and 


wounding twenty others.

21.—There has 


come a more critical situation regard- 
ing ihc- administration course in the 
Panama canal construction than any 
of its friends have dreamed possible, in 
view of President Roosevelt's popular- 
ity. Not only did the senate on com- 
ing to consider the nomination of Jo- 
seph B. Bishop, former "press agent" 
at $10,000 a year, to .be a canal com- 
missioner'at $7,500, decide id recall 
the ratification of the1 other six com- 
missioners and throw them back intc 
l.he canal committee, but the presi- 
dent was told titat congress was so 
dissatisfied with Ihe drift, of. affairs 
that he would better prepare for the 
fullest investigation of salaries, sup- 
plies, contracts and the general con- 
duct ol! the commission. 


Therefore it has .been determined 


that immediately after the holiday re- 
cess the "!id" shall be taken off the 
whole Panama matter and there shall 
be a ro;il investigation. 


Republican senators are careful- to 


disclaim any feeling of antagonism 
toward President Roosevelt in bis de- 
termination to have all the facts laid 
bare. 
This was made clear to the 


president when Senator Kittrcdgc in- 
formed him that this investigation 
is deemed necessary.

preme court has freed Alexander Sul- 
ivan from the charges under which 
disbarment proceedings have been 
pending, and restored

standing at the Cook county bar. 


The petition for 
the disbarment 


lad alleged that Sullivan had been 
;uilty of ^Conspiracy with James J. 


nch, who was a bailiff o[ thn cir- 


cuit court of Cook county, to bribe 
•and corrupt jurors and with inducing 


ynch, after the latter had been in- 


dicted, to forfeit his bond and ab- 
scond, in order that Lynch might not 
be a witness against, Sullivan. 


The case originally 
was one in 


which the West Chicago street rail- 
way, which employed Sullivan, was a 
defendant. 
After Lynch r.-as indicted 


n 
the 
first place he fled, and re- 


mained away from Chicago two years. 
Then he returned and confessed to the 
itate's attorney, laying the blame on 
Sullivan and others. 


As a result Sullivan was indicted,
